Exhaustive trials have been carried 
on at Fiuine on a wonderful invention 
of an Austrian engineer, Demeter Czvet- 
kovich, by means of which a steamship 
traveling at high speed can be almost 
instantly brought to a standstill w ith­ 
out stopping the engines. 
A committee of naval experts, ap­ 
pointed by the Austrian ministry of 
marine, the Imperial Naval college, the 
Austrian Lloyd Steamship company and 
other representative naval bodies, re­ 
ports favorably on the new marine 
brake. Tests were made with the steam­ 
ship Ciothilde, of 2,000 tons. This ves­ 
sel, when running 12 knots an bour, 
was brought to a standstill within 30 
seconds aud before she had traversed 40 
feet, iu spite of the fact that the engines 
were st'Jl working ahead with undimin­ 
ished power. 
Similar results were ob­ 
tained at every test. 
Experts state that the marine brake 
can fie applied to any ship of any size, 
running at any speed. 
It is worked by 
simply turning a handle, aud its cost is 
not excessive, owing to the fact that 
patents have not yet been taken out in 
every country. 
Czvetkovich is keeping 
further details of his invention secret. 
He claims that it will reduce the dan­ 
ger of collision to a minimum.—.St.

♦or several m onths occurred last nis:ht. 
Shortly before 11 o’clock fire was dis­ 
covered in a sm all building in the rear 
ef the saloon of O. F . Baum an, corner 
of Jack son and Six th streets,

p artm ent was called a t once, but before 
thev arrived the m ain building was in 
a blaze and for a tim e it look ed as 
though the building was doomed. 
The cold w eather made it ex trem ely

Once more the tale goes round of the 
author who sent a story to three jour­ 
nals and had it returntd by every one 
w ithout having been read. 
He k new it 
because he had pasted two of the leaves 
together. Very lik ely. We do not think 
of reading through a half or a quarter 
of the articles that are sent to us. 
It 
often does not tak e half a m inute to dis­ 
card w hat one k nows he doesn’t want. 
It is an old saying that one does not 
ueed to eat a 
m hole joint to learn 
whether it is tainted. 
It would be a revelation to some of 
these w riters to see how fast an ex pe­ 
rienced and conscientious editor can, at 
times, go through a big pile of essays, 
stories or pnem.s. 
The title is otteu 
enough, and he would say, “ We don’t 
want an article on that subject.’’ 
The 
nex t article begins w ith a page or two 
of coniiiionplace introduction, and that 
is thrown aside in half a m inute’s in­ 
spection w ithout turning 
more than 
the nex t page. 
The nex t begins w ith a 
p latitude—“ We can’t p rint that stuff.” 
The first verso of this nex t poem baa 
false m eter and is tossed aside. 
The 
nex t begins in schoolgirl style, w ith 
“ dove” and “ love;“ it 
is not read 
through. 
Of the nex t the editor reads 
ten lines. 
It is simply a dull descrip­ 
tion of a stream in a forest—not w ant­ 
ed. 
The nex t poem begins in a fresh 
way, seems to be constrnoted according 
to the rules, is p retty good. 
It is p ut 
one side to see if other better poema 
w ill crowd it out. The nex t is a story 
The first page is promising, but the sec­ 
ond shows a coarse strain, and the read­ 
ing stops there. 
Ten articles are decided upon, and 
w ith sufficient good judgm ent, in teu 
minutes, for a m inute to a m anuscript 
is often tw ice as mnch tim e as it needs. 
It does not tak e that long for a dealer 
to stick an iron sk ewer in a smok ed 
bam, draw it ont and smell of it.

one article in a dozen perhaps needs to 
be read through.—New York Independ­ 
ent.

N othing could more strik ingly illua- 
trate the im portance of small things 
than the large role which is now at 
tributed to the mosquito in the etiology 
of some of the most serioos and wide­ 
spread diseases to which the hum an race 
is subject. 
It is truly said that w hat 
prevents the successful colonization of 
many trop ical 
conntr'es 
and 
w hat 
throw s the greatest obstacle in the way 
of civilization of and good government 
in vast regions of central Africa is i t 
clim ate, not distance from home and 
not unfriendliness on the p art of the 
natives. 
The obstacle is m alaria, and 
now we find that the prevalence of ma 
laria, so far as man is concerned, de­ 
pends on the mosqnito, and that this 
p estilent little insect, in addition to ir 
ritating and annoying, is the means by 
which the poison of m alaria is propa­ 
gated and distributed. 
For years back botanists have k nown 
the im p ortant p art played by birds in 
the scattering of seed and of insects in 
the distribution of the pollen of plants, 
and it seems not unlik ely that pathol­ 
ogists w ill have to recognize in a much 
larger degree than has till lately been 
done the large p art tak en by the subor­ 
dinate forms of life by which we are 
surrounded—our cattle, our horses, our 
dogs and cats, our flies, our mosquitoes, 
and perhaps even our fleas— in dis­ 
tributing disease from man tom an, and, 
as is stated in regard to the mosquito 
and m alaria, in deciding w hether the 
ex tension of our empire over great areas 
of the globe’s surface shall be possible 
or not. — Hospital.

A third is designed to measure the in­ 
tensity of the earth’s magnetism, which 
is a separate thing from the direction 
in which it acts. 
And so sensitive are 
they that their readings are ap t to be 
interfered w ith by ex ceedingly trivial 
causes. It is customary for the snperin- 
teudent to inscribe on the scroll “ Visit­ 
ors adm itted,” whenever snch a breach 
of the regulations is perm itted, so that 
if any abnormal flnctnation is detected 
iu the motion of the magnets a snspiciou 
of its meaning will be ex cited in the 
mind of the scientist who afterw ard ex ­ 
amines the photographic trace. 
In spite of the delicacy of the appa- 
ratns. it may seem snrp rising to the lay 
mind that the passage of trolley cnr- 
reuts at a distance of m any rods from 
the oh>ervati>ry shonld be able to affect 
the iiihtiunient» within. 
But they do, 
and it is impossible to separate iu the 
record the variations prodoced by genu­ 
ine changes in terrestrial magnetism 
from those which are caused by the 
trolley 
Professor Ruck er said a few 
days ago: “ From all p arts of the world 
we 
hear of observatories ruined or 
threatened by the invasion of the elec­ 
trical engineer. 
Toronto and W ashing­ 
ton have already succnmbed, Potsdam, 
Pai( St. Maur, Greenwich and Kew are 
liesieged, aud the issue largely depends 
upon whether these great national ob­ 
servatories can or cannot mak e good 
their defense. ”

The most disastrous fire in the city 
for several months occurred last night. 
Shortly before ll o’clock fire was dis­ 
covered in a small building in the rear 
of the saloon of O. F. Bauman, corner 
of Jackson and Sixth streets. The de­ 
partment was called at once, but before 
thev arrived the main building was in 
a blaze and for a time it looked as 
though the building was doomed. 
The cold weather made it extremely 
difficult for the firemen to work, but 
they soon had a line of hose stretched 
and the water was turned on, while the 
Babcocks were used extensively to pre­ 
vent the fire spreading, and the firemen 
went the entire length of the house 
between the rafters and roof with the 
chemicals. It was over an hour before 
all danger was over aud the blaze extin­ 
guished. 
The fire originated in a small build­ 
ing in the rear of the main building, 
formerly used as a barber shop, but has 
recently been used as a laundry by the 
family. It is thought the fire started by 
the gas ooming on in a small gas stove 
in the room. The loss is estimated by 
Mr. Bauman between $800 and $1,000.

Two of tho most famous and hitherto 
useful institutions of this class are situ­ 
ated in Washington, in the grounds of 
the naval observatory aud in Toronto. 
The interference of the electric currents 
that run through the earth and the 
track of trolley lines which have been 
constructed near these observatories in­ 
terfere so much with the behavior of 
the instruments of both places that the 
records now obtained are practically 
worthless. 
And the experts are greatly 
puzzled by the problem of escaping from 
this vexatious interiuptioii of their 
work. 
So delicate are the influences which 
the magnets in such an observatory are 
intended to investigate that they can be 
perceived only when the apparatus is 
most scrupulously guarded. The room 
in which they are mounted is under­ 
ground. Visitors are never admitted ex 
cep! under unusual circumstances aud 
are required to deposit their jackknives, 
keys and all other metallic objects about 
their persons before entering the apart­ 
ment. 
The magnets, generally bars of 
steel not over six inches long, are poised 
above a scale that is graduated to the 
most minute fiactions, and a telescope, 
on an adjacent pillar, is used to read 
the fluctuations, which are too small to 
be discernible by the unassisted eye. A 
tiny mirror, as big as a dime, catches a 
beam of light more slender than the 
lead in a pencil and reflects it away to 
a sheet of slowly moving photographic 
paper, on which a permanent record is 
made. The arrangement of the apparatus 
is such that the movement of the mag­ 
net is magnified many timos in the rec­ 
ord, in order to render the changes per­ 
ceptible. 
There are three sets of instruments 
on doty in such an observatory. One 
swings horizontally, like a mariner’s 
compass. 
Another dips up and down. 
A third is designed to measure the in­ 
tensity of the earth’s magnetism, which 
is a separate thing from the direction 
in which it acts. 
And so sensitive are 
they that their readings are apt to be 
interfered with by exceedingly trivial 
causes. It is customary for the superin­ 
tendent to inscribe on the scroll “ Visit­ 
ors admitted,’’ whenever such a breach 
of the regulations is permitted, so that 
if any abnormal fluctnation is detected 
in the motion of the magnets a suspicion 
of its meaning will be excited in the 
mind of the scientist who afterward ex­ 
amines the photographic trace.

perceived only when the apparatus is 
most scrupulously guarded. The room 
in which they are monnted is under­ 
ground. Visitors are never admitted ex 
copt under nnnsnal circumstances and 
are required to deposit their jackknives, 
keys and all other metallic objects about 
their persons before entering the apart­ 
ment. 
The magnets, generally bars of 
steel not over six inches long, are poised 
above a scale that is graduated to the 
most minute fi actions, and a telescope, 
on an adjacent pillar, is used to read 
the fluctuations, which are too small to 
be discernible by the unassisted eye. A 
tiny mirror, as big as a dime, catches a 
beam of light more slender than the 
lead in a pencil and reflects it away to 
a sheet of slowly moving photographic 
paper, on which a permanent record is 
made. The arrangement of the apparatus 
is such that the movement of the mag­ 
net is magnified many timos in the rec­ 
ord, in order to render the changes per­ 
ceptible. 
There are three sets of instruments 
on duty in such an observatory. 
One 
swings horizontally, like a m ariner’s 
compass. 
Another dips up and down. 
A third is designed to measure the in­ 
tensity of the earth’s magnetism, which 
is a separate thing from the direction 
in which it acts. 
And so sensitive are 
they that their readings are apt to be 
interfered with by exceedingly trivial 
causes. It is customary for the superin­ 
tendent to inscribe on the scroll “ Visit­ 
ors adm itted,” whenever such a breach 
of the regulations is permitted, so that 
if any abnormal fluctuation is detected 
in the motion of the magnets a suspicion 
of its meaning will be excited in the 
mind of the scientist who afterward ex­ 
amines the photographic trace. 
In spite of the delicacy of the appa­ 
ratus, it may seem surprising to the lay 
mind that the passage of trolley cur­ 
rents at a distance of many rods from 
the observatory should be able to affect 
the instruments within. 
But they do, 
and it is impossible to separate in the 
record the variations produced by genu­ 
ine changes in terrestrial magnetism 
from those which are caused by the 
trolley 
Professor Rucker said a few 
days ago: “ From all parts of the world 
we 
bear of observatories ruined or 
threatened by the invasion of the elec­ 
trical engineer. Toronto and Washing­ 
ton have already succumbed, Potsdam, 
Pan St. Maur, Greenwich aud Kew are 
besieged, and the issue largely depends 
upon whether these great national ob­ 
servatories can or cannot make good 
their defense. ” 
Although the practical service to 
mankind which is rendered by institu­ 
tions of this class is alone sufficient to 
justify their uiaiuteuance and to war­ 
rant alarm as to their future, there are 
other questions involved which possess 
profound interest for the philosopher. 
We know that the earth is a magnet, 
hut as yet. no one is able to say what 
makes it so. The fundamental secret of 
terrestrial 
magnetism 
has not been 
solved. 
Then, too, there are various 
changes in direction which mark the 
behavior of the needle that remain to 
be explained. 
What influence is it that 
makes the needle swing to and fro to a 
microscopic extent every day? Why is it 
that the diurnal swing is greater in 
years of sun spot abundance than at the 
minimum stage of solar activity; Why 
dii the indications of the needle differ 


to discriminate among American oiti 
zeus has been raised, and this Chinaman 
is a citizen by adoption.

S h e Mo rf ira ti e«l It F o r T w o Y e a r s to 
S a v e T o m O 'B r ie n ’* L ife. 
Another chapter in the life of Tom 
O ’Brien, “ King of Bunko Steerers,” 
was disclosed the other afternoon when 
the house 102 West Forty-sixth street 
in New York was sold in foreclosure at 
the New York real estate salesroom 
The house belonged to a woman kuown 
at times as Annie (fray, Annie Grady 
and Annie Campbell, who mortgaged 
it for $20,000 in order to secure the re­ 
lease of O’Brien from the prison in 
Paris, where he was held for the m ur­ 
der of his associate, “ Kid” Waddell. 
The crime was committed in Paris on 
March 27, 1895, and for it O ’Brien 
was sentenced to life imprisonment iii 
the French penal settlement on the is­ 
land of New Caledonia. 
It was at this time that Annie Gray 
mortgaged ber house on Forty-sixth 
street aud went to Paris in the hope of 
saving O ’Brien’s life. 
Thereafter the 
cabio dispatches told of the efforts of an 
unknown woman to secure O’Brien’s 
release 
She spent money liberally 
tried every means to suborn the jury 
to bribe witnesses, anything to secure 
tho m an’s release. Her efforts met with 
partial success, for O ’Brien escaped the 
death peualtv. 
From the time of his 
departure for the penal settlement little 
has been heard from him, but it is said 
that, having escaped from New Cale­ 
donia, be went to Sooth America and 
is now the chief of police in a little 
town about a hundred miles from Buenos 
Ayres. 
Annie Gray, who befriended 
him in the time of his greatest need, 
O ’Brien deserted, aud it is said that she 
died a pauper and was buried in potter’s 
field.—New York Sun.

The most disastrous fire in the city 
♦or several m o n th s occurred last night. 
Shortly before 11 o’clock fire was dis­ 
covered in a small building in the rear 
of the saloon of 0.

Them From Beginning to End. 
Once more the tale goes round of the 
author who sent a story to three jour­ 
nals and had it returned by every one 
without having been read. 
He knew it 
because be bad pasted two of the leaves 
together. Very likely. We do not think 
of reading through a half or a quarter 
of the articles that are sent to us. 
It 
often does not take half a minute to dis­ 
card what one knows he doesn’t want. 
It is an old saying that one does not 
need to eat a whole joint to learn 
whether it is tainted. 
It woald be a revelation to some of 
these writers to see bow fast an expe­ 
rienced aud conscientious editor can, at 
times, go through a big pile of essays, 
stories or poems. 
The title is often 
enough, aud be would say, “ We don’t 
want an article on that subject.”

Nothing could more strikingly illus­ 
trate the importance of small things 
than the large role which is now at­ 
tributed to the mosquito in the etiology 
of some of the most serious aud wide 
spread diseases to which the human race 
is subject. 
It is truly said that what 
prevents the successful colonization of 
many tropical 
coonties 
aud 
what 
throws the greatest obstacle in the way 
of civilization of and good government 
in vast regions of central Africa is I t 
climate, not distance from home and 
not unfriendliness on the part of the 
natives. 
The obstacle is malaria, aud 
now we find that the prevalence of ma 
laria, so far as man is concerned, de­ 
pends on the mosquito, and that this 
pestilent little insect, in addition to ir 
ritating and annoying, is the means by 
which the poison of malaria is propa­ 
gated and distributed. 
For years back botanists have known 
the important part played by birds in 
the scattering of seed and of insects in 
the distribution of the pollen of plants, 
and it seems not unlikely that pathol­ 
ogists will have to recognize in a much 
larger degree than bas till lately been 
done the large part taken by the subor­ 
dinate forms of life by which we are 
surrounded—our cattle, our horse**, our 
dogs and cats, our flies, our mosquitoes, 
and perhaps even our fleas— in dis­ 
tributing disease from man toman, and, 
as is stated in regard to the mosquito 
and malaria, in deciding whether the 
extension of our empire over great areas 
of the globe’s surface shall be possible 
or not. — Hospital.

and Annie Campbell, who mortgaged 
it for $20,000 in order to secure the re­ 
lease of O ’Brien from the prison in 
Paris, where he was beld for the m ur­ 
der of his associate, “ K id ” Waddell 
The crim e was com m itted in P a n s on 
March 27, 
1895, and for it O ’Brien 
was sentenced to life imprisonment in 
the French penal settlement on the is­ 
land of New Caledonia. 
It was at this time that Annie Gray 
mortgaged ber bouse on Forty-sixth 
street and w ent to Paris in the hope of 
saving O ’B rien’s life. 
Thereafter the 
caille dispatches told of the efforts of an 
unknown woman to secure O ’Brien ’n 
release 
She spent money liberally 
tried every means to suborn the jury 
to bribe witnesses; anything to secure 
tho m a n 's release. Her efforts met w ith 
partial success, for O ’Brien escaped the 
death penalty 
From the time of his 
departure for the penal settlement little 
has been beard from him, but it is said 
that, having escaped from New Cale­ 
donia, be w ent to Booth A merica aud 
is now the chief of police in a little 
town about a hundred miles from Buenos 
Ayres. 
A nnie Gray, who befriended 
him in th e time of bis greatest need, 
O ’Brien deserted, and it is said that she 
died a pauper and was buried in potter ’s 
field.— New York Sun.
